The drawings were received on 21 March 2005. These drawings are acceptable. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-31 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 states the limitation "wherein the first voided area does not completely 
overlap the second voided area". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed 
features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art. Claim 8 
states the limitation "wherein the first orientation is offset from the second orientation". 
This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art. Claim 15 states the limitation "wherein the 
first orientation is offset from the second orientation". This limitation, in conjunction with 
the other claimed features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the 
prior art. Claim 1 states the limitation "wherein the first voided area does not completely 
overlap the second voided area". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed 
features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art. 

Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 7 June 2006, with respect to 
claims 1-31 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1- 
31 has been withdrawn. Specifically, the Examiner is persuaded by Applicants 
argument that "impedance matching does not specifically teach or suggest that the first 
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voided area does not completely overlap the second voided area" (relevant to claims 1- 
7 and 24-31). And indeed, the ordinarily skilled artisan would not be motivated to 
modify the invention of US 6,710,258 B2 (Oggioni) in such a manner since "the Oggioni 
et al. patent figures illustrate that the voided areas are aligned". Similarly, there is no 
motivation to offset the first anti-pad orientation from the second anti-pad orientation 
(relevant to claims 8-23).
